LEE   FIRE   REPORT  —    1964 

The  Lee  Fire  Department  responded  to  20  fire  calls  in 
1964.  Two  were  out-of-town,  seven  were  in  buildings  with 
loss  estimated  at  less  than  $500.,  one  was  an  automobile, 
and  ten  were  grass  and  brush  fires  burning  about  1%  acres 
with  Va  acre  constituting  the  largest. 

The  dump  has  been  burned  over  as  often  as  weather 
conditions  permitted  and  at  times  that  would  cause  the 
least  inconvenience  to  people  dumping.  Due  to  the  explo- 
sive nature  of  some  of  the  materials  dumped,  such  as  aero- 
sol cans,  glass  jugs  and  bottles,  we  urge  caution  when  the 
dump  is  burning. 

Eight  new  tires  were  purchased,  making  all  new  tires 
on  the  trucks  at  present. 

We  thank  you  for  your  efforts  in  1964  in  reporting 
fires  and  smoke  early  and  would  appreciate  the  same  in 
1965.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WORDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1964  forest  fire  season  surpassed  the  record  year 
of  1963  in  both  length  and  severity.  For  the  second  suc- 
cessive year,  we  experienced  a  rainfall  deficiency  of  more 
than  ten  inches  and  the  compounding  of  such  drought  con- 
ditions, together  with  the  many  days  of  strong,  dry  winds, 
characterized  1964  as  one  of  the  most  hazardous  years  in 
the  past  half  century.  Although  our  fire  season  was  three 
weeks  longer  than  that  of  1963,  the  number  of  fires  show- 
ed only  a  slight  increase  and  more  remarkable  was  the 
fact  that  the  area  burned  dropped  from  2280  acres  in  1963 
to  900  acres  in  1964.  Early  detection  and  rapid  response 
kept  many  potential  fire  disasters  from  becoming  reality. 
We  all  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  men  in  this  commun- 
ity who  responded  and  fought  our  fires  so  efficiently.  Our 
state  is  nov/  86%  wooded  and  its  economy  —  both  indus- 
trial and  recreational  —  is  greatly  dependent  on  this  forest 
resource.  The  responsibility  for  adequate  fire  protection  of 
this  great  area  —  4,350,000  acres  —  is  everyone's  respon- 
sibility and  prevention  is  one  of  our  most  effective  tools. 

Prevention  is  good  common  sense. 

1.  Take  your  rubbish  to  the  town  dump.  If  you  must 
burn,  obtain  a  permit  and  watch  your  fire  until  it  is  dead 
out. 

2.  Instruct  your  children  in  fire  safety.  Keep  matches 
from  young  children.  Explain  to  them  the  dangers  of  light- 
ing matches  and  making  outdoor  fires. 

3.  Be  sure  discarded  smoking  material  and  matches 
are  out. 

A  major  portion  of  our  preventable  fires  this  year  are 
chargeable  to  three  causes:  (1)  permit  fires  allowed  to  es- 
cape (2)  children  playing  with  matches  and  (3)  smokers. 
Let's  be  mindful  of  the  fact  that  all  such  fires  endanger  pro- 
perty and  lives. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  very  fine  cooperation 
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during  the  past  fire  season  and  with  your  continued  co-op- 
eration we  are  confident  that  we  can  improve  our  fire  re- 
cord in   1965.

REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Lee  Planning  Board  held  four  (4)  meetings  during 
the  past  year.  During  these  meetings  the  problems  of  draft- 
ing an  effective  but  not  unduly  restrictive  zoning  ordinance 
were  discussed.  Most  of  the  meetings  v/ere  attended  by  Lee 
citizens  v/ho  wished  to  aid  the  Board. 

A  survey  of  the  town  was  made  to  obtain  information 
on  the  general  characteristics  of  Lee  both  as  an  aid  to  a 
rational  zoning  ordinance  and  as  a  source  of  information 
to  any  future  business  or  industry  which  might  wish  to  lo- 
cate here.  A  brief  summary  of  the  town  characteristics  are 
as  follov/s: 

Homes  —  almost  one-half  built  since    1950  (43%) 
One  third  before   1850 
About  one-quarter  from   1850  to   1950 

Employment  —  One  quarter  of  Lee  citizens  work  in  Lee. 
One-third   in    Durham 
Two-tenths  in  Rockingham  County 
One-tenth  in  Dover 

Work  Force  —  Artisans  42% 

Professionals   22% 
Businessmen  15% 
Farmers  7% 
Retired   14% 

Shopping  Area  —  More  than  one-half  of  the  citizens  of  Lee 
shop  in  Dover. 

Farms  —  All  established  before  1900,  most  before  1850. 

Businesses  —  About  15,  nearly  all  started  since  1950.  Two- 
thirds  of  those  employed  by  Lee  businesses 
live  out  side  the  Town. 

The  Zoning  Ordinance  based  on  this  information  was 
discussed  and  modified  at  three  (3)  public  hearings.  The 
final  draft  resulting  from  these  hearings  is  the  one  found 
elsewhere  in  this  Town  Report. 
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The  Lee  Planning  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appre- 
ciation to  the  Lee  Fire  Department  Auxiliary  and  other  citi- 
zens for  their  efforts  in  obtaining  and  analysing  necessary 
data  and  to  those  interested  citizens  who  attended  the  pub- 
lic hearings  and  suggested  needed  changes.

ZONING  IN  LEE 

In  Colonial  days  and  in  the  years  following  the 
American  Revolution,  the  Town  of  Lee  was  a  busy  center 
for  lumbering  and  the  stagecoach  traffic.  After  reaching 
a  peak  of  1,329  in  1810,  the  population  of  the  Town  fell 
steadily  until  it  reached  a  low  of  376  in  1930.  The  trend 
then  reversed.  In  1940  the  population  was  481;  in  1950, 
575;  and  in   1960,  931. 

The  population  gain  from  1950  to  1960  was  62  per 
cent,  the  most  rapid  gain  for  any  decade  of  which  there 
is  record.  The  gain  for  all  of  Strafford  County  in  this  decade 
was  only  16  per  cent.  More  homes  have  been  built  in  the 
Town  since  1950  than  were  built  in  all  of  the  century  be- 
tween 1850  and  1950.  Nearly  all  of  the  more  than  15 
businesses  in  Town  have  been  founded  since  1950.  Since 
1960  a  total  of  1 16  building  permits  have  been  issued. 

Lee  is  a  Town  of  rural  homes  and  farms,  if  the  rural 
character  of  the  Town  is  to  be  preserved  In  the  face  of 
rapid  growth,  it  must  be  guided.  This  can  be  done  only 
through  adoption  of  a  Zoning  Ordinance. 

The  Lee  Planning  Board  has  drawn  up  a  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance that  Is  designed  to  preserve,  to  the  extent  It  Is  pos- 
sible in  view  of  rapid  growth,  the  rural  character  of  the 
Town. 
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The  principal  provisions  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  ore: 

1.  Anything  that  is  obnoxious  because  of  odor,  smoke, 
noise,  etc.,  is  prohibited. 

2.  New  buildings  must  have  septic  tanks  or  other  sev/- 
oge  disposal  systems  that  will  be  sanitary  and  will  not 
drain  into  public  waters. 

3.  The  Town  is  divided  into  a  rural  district  and  a 
commercial  industrial  distrct. 

IN   THE  RURAL  DISTRICT 

4.  Building  lots  must  contain  40,000  square  feet 
(about  an  acre). 

5.  Home  owners  may  keep  stock  and  poultry  for  their 
own  use,  but  buildings  to  house  it  must  be  75  feet  from 
the  lot  boundaries. 

6.  Commercial  farming  is  permitted  anywhere  in 
Town,  but  new  farm  buildings  must  be  100  feet  back  from 
the  road  and  500  from  the  side  and  rear  boundaries  of 
the  land,  unless  the  adjoining  land  is  idle,  forested  or 
used  for  farming. 

7.  Apartment  buildings,  up  to  four-family  size,  are 
permitted. 

8.  Single  trailers  are  allowed,  but  they  must  each 
have  a  full-size  lot  and   proper  sanitary  facilities. 

9.  No  vacant  land  may  be  assessed  as  house  lots 
unless  it  has  actually  been  subdivided  into  recorded  build- 
ing  lots. 

10.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  may  allow  a  business, 
industry,  trailer  park,  etc.,  in  the  rural  district  if  a  public 
hearing  indicates  it  will  not  interfere  with  surrounding 
property. 

IN  THE  COMMERCIAL  AND   INDUSTRIAL  DISTRICT 

11.  It  is  permitted  to  have  large  apartment  houses, 
stores,  garages,  trailer  parks,  places  of  amusement,  in- 
dustries,  etc. 

12.  Farming,  homes,  etc.,  are  allowed  in  this  district 
under  the  same  conditions  as  in  the  rural   district. 

13.  The    proposed    Commercial-Industrial    District   is    in 
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the   Northwestern   corner  of  Town,   generally   north   of   U.S. 
Route  4  and  west  of  the  Oyster  River.  (See  No.  10  above.) 

14.    Present   uses  not   in  accord   with  the  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance will  be  allowed  to  continue. 


PROPOSED  ZONING  ORDINANCE 

for  the 
TOWN  OF  LEE,   NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

to  be  voted  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  9,  1965 

ARTICLE  I 

Preamble 
In  order  to  preserve  the  Rural  character  of  the  Town 
and  for  the  general  welfare  of  its  inhabitants,  the  Town  of 
Lee,  in  official  Town  Meeting  assembled  on  March  9,  1965, 
hereby  adopts  the  following  ordinance,  pursuant  to  auth- 
ority conferred  by  Chapter  31,  Sections  60-89,  N.H.  Revised 
Statues  Annotated. 

ARTICLE  II 
For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  the  Town  of  Lee 
is  divided  into  the  following  districts  as  shown  on  the 
official  zoning  map  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  dated 
March  9,  1965:  Rural  District;  Commercial  and  Industrial 
District. 

ARTICLE   III 
General   Provisions 
The  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  all  districts: 

A.  Any  use  that  may  be  obnoxious  or  injurious  by  rea- 
son of  the  production  or  emission  of  odor,  dust,  smoke,  re- 
fuse matter,  fumes,  noise,  vibration  or  similar  conditions; 
or  any  use  that  is  dangerous  to  the  community  or  leading 
to  its  disturbance  or  annoyance,  is  prohibited,  with  the 
exception  of  normal  agricultural  practices. 

B.  The  removal  of  clay,  sod,  loam,  sand,  or  gravel  is  per- 
mitted —  either  for  private  use  or  sale  —  provided  that  all 
excavating,    handling,    processing,    and    storage    facilities 
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shall  be  removed  and  the  area  shall  be  re-graded  or  other- 
wise covered  to  assure  that  the  premises  are  left  in  a  safe 
and  sightly  condition  and  protected  against  erosion. 

C.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  land  shall  permit  fire  or 
other  ruins  to  be  left,  but  within  one  year  shall  remove 
or  refill  the  same  to  ground  level  or  shall  repair,  rebuild, 
or  replace  the  structure. 

D.  Sanitary  Protection. 

1.  No  cesspool,  septic  tank,  or  sewage  disposal  area 
shall  be  constructed  or  maintained  less  than  75  feet  from 
the  edge  of  a  public  water  body;  from  a  well;  or  from  a 
dwelling  other  than  that  to  which  it  is  appurtenant. 

2.      No  waste  waters  or  sewage  shall  be  permitted  to 
run  free  into  a  public  water  body  or  be  discharged  in  any 
way  that  may  be  offensive  or  detrimental  to  the  health  of 
others.  All  such  waste  shall  be  conveyed  away  underground 
through   use  of  an  accepted   sanitary  system   or   in   such   a 
way  that  it  will  not  be  offensive  or  detrimental  to  health. 

3.  All  dwellings  and  sanitary  systems  shall  be  con- 
structed and  maintained  in  accordance  with  recommenda- 
tions of  the  N.H.  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare  and 
the  N.H.  Water  Pollution  Commission. 

E.  Signs. 

Directional  signs  relating  to  a  business  operated  in  the 
Town  of  Lee  shall  be  permitted  provided  that  said  direc- 
tional signs  for  any  one  enterprise  do  not  exceed  one  in 
any  two  mile  length  of  road,  not  including  those  to  indicate 
change  of  direction;  also  that  said  directional  signs  cannot 
be  placed  within  50  feet  of  any  other  sign.  Such  signs  are 
not  to  total  over  15  square  feet  in  area. 

ARTICLE   IV 
Rural    District 
A  building  may  be  erected,  altered,  or  used,  and  a  lot 
may  be  used  or  occupied  only  for  the  following   purposes 
and  in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions. 

A.      Uses  Permitted 

1.      Single-family    and    multi-family    dwellings    (up   to 


45 


four-family)  with  private  garages  and  accessory  buildings. 

2.  Churches  and  religious  institutions;  hospitals;  muni- 
cipal buildings,  parks  and  playgrounds,  private  and  public 
schools. 

3.  Residences  may  be  used  to  house  such  customary 
uses  by  the  owner  or  tenant  as  offices  for  doctor,  engineer, 
architect,  lawyer,  real  estate  and  insurance  or  other  recog- 
nized profession;  or  such  home  occupation  as  hair-dressing 
or  dressmaking,  except  that  the  number  of  persons  em- 
ployed at  any  one  location  shall  not  number  more  than 
four  (4)  persons  full-time  or  equivalent,  in  addition  to  the 
owner  or  tenant. 

4.  Home  produce  and  products  may  be  exposed  for 
sc!o. 

5.  Property  owners  or  enterprises  shall  be  allowed 
two  advertising  signs  for  produce  sold  on  the  premises, 
such  signs  not  to  total  over  fifteen  square  feet  in  area;  also 
two  signs,  not  exceeding  five  square  feet  each,  pertaining 
to  the  lease,  sale  or  use  of  a  lot  or  building  on  which  placed. 

6.  Single  trailers  and  mobilehomes  may  be  located 
in  this  district  provided  each  meets  the  land  requirements 
of  Article  IVB  and  the  sanitary  protection  requirements  of 
Article  !I!D.  However,  any  property  owner  or  lessee  may  ac- 
commodiate  trailers  of  non-paying  guests  for  a  period  not 
to  exceed  30  days  in  any  one  year. 

7.  Raising  a  reasonable  amount  of  livestock  and 
poultry  for  family  use  is  allowed  provided  any  building  to 
house  such  is  at  least  75  feet  from  any  boundary  of  the  lot. 

8.  All  general  farming  and  forestry  activities  are  al- 
lowed provided  no  building  for  agricultural  use,  except  to 
replace  one  existing  on  the  date  this  ordinance  becomes  ef- 
fective, shall  be  erected  within  100  ft.  of  right  of  way  or 
within  500  ft.  of  the  side  or  rear  boundary  lines  c'  the  pro- 
perty, except  that  if  adjoining  property  is  idle,  forested  or 
used  for  agricultural  purposes  an  agricultural  building 
may  be  erected  within  100  feet  of  the  line  of  such  property. 

9.  No  vacant  land  along  a  right  of  way  may  be  as- 
sessed as  house  lots  when  the  land  under  a  single  owner- 
ship extends  along  the  right  of  way  for  400  feet  or  more 
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between    dwellings,    excepf   that    land    subdivided    into    re- 
corded house  lots  may  be  assessed  as  such. 

B.      Lot  Area   Required 

1.  The  lo-  area  shall  not  be  less  than  40,000  square 
feet,  with  a  minimum  frontage  of  not  less  than  200  feet 
provided,  however,  that  a  building  housing  any  permitted 
use  may  be  constructed  on  a  record  lot  at  the  time  this  ordi- 
nance becomes  effective  regardless  of  the  area  or  width  of 
such  lot  if  the  yard  and  other  requirements  prescribed  are 
compiled  v/ith.  Vacant  lots  in  the  same  ownership  having  in 
the  aggregate  a  continuous  frontage  of  100  feet  or  more 
shall  NOT  be  subject  to  this  exception. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  front  yard  on  each  lot  which  shall 
be  not  less  than  25  feet  in  depth  from  the  front  yard  lines. 
Rear  and  side  yards  shall  not  be  less  than  10  feet  from  rear 
and  side  lot  lines,  or  25  feet  if  such  line  is  along  a  right  of 
way. 

3.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  may  permit  an  excep- 
tion to  the  Required  Lot  Area  in  the  case  of  waterfront  pro- 
perty provided  the  subdivision  of  such  land  conforms  to  the 
Town  of  Lee  Regulations  Permitting  the  Subdivision  of  land, 
effective  March  14,  1962,  Section  E,  Paragraph  2,  and  fur- 
ther provided  that  the  owner  furnishes  plans  for,  and  as- 
surance of  carrying  them  out,  that  will  care  for  the  disposal 
of  sewage  without  allowing  the  affluent  to  contaminate  the 
water  on  which  the  land  fronts. 

ARTICLE    V 
Commercial   and    Industrial    District 
A     building   may   be   erected,   altered   or   used,   and   a 
lot   may   be  used   or  occupied   only  for  the  following   pur- 
poses and  in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions: 

A.      Uses  Permitted. 

1.  Any  use  permitted  in  the  Rural  District  under  the 
same  provisions  as  apply  in  that  district. 

2.  Industries. 

3.  Lodging  houses,  apartment  houses,  hotels,  motels, 
tourist  couits  or  cabins,  including  such  retail  businesses 
vv'ithin   ihese  permitted  buildings  as  are  conducted  for  the 
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convenience  of  the  residents  or  guests. 

4.  Shops,  restaurants,  and  other  retail  businesses. 

5.  Garages,  parking  lots,  and  gasoline  stations. 

6.  Outdoor   theatres,   and   golf   courses. 

7.  Business  offices  and  banks. 

8.  Theatres,  halls,  and  clubs. 

9.  Trailer  and  mobilhome  parks  complying  with  the 
Regulations  of  the  N.H.  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare. 

10.      All  general  farming  and  forestry  activities. 

B.  Land  Requirements. 

1.  There  shall  be  between  the  edge  of  the  right  of 
way  and  the  extreme  front  of  any  building  a  yard  having 
a  minimum  depth  of  30  feet.  No  building  shall  be  located 
within  10  feet  of  the  side  property  lines. 

C.  Parking. 

1.  If  any  proposed  use  is  such  as  to  attract  vehicles, 
ample  spaces  shall  be  provided  on  the  property  to  accom- 
modate such  vehicles  attracted  by  the  business  or  industry. 

D.  Signs. 

1.  Property  owners  and  tenants  shall  be  allowed  two 
advertising  signs  relating  only  to  the  use  or  uses  conducted 
In  the  building  or  on  the  immediate  premises  thereof. 

ARTICLE   VI 
Nonconforming    Uses 
A.      Any  nonconforming  use  may  continue  in  its  present 
bse  except  that  any   nonconforming   use  or   building   may 
not  be: 

1.  Changed  to  another  nonconforming  use; 

2.  Re-established  after  discontinuance  for  one  year 
except  to  a  use  conforming  to  the  district  in  which  it  is  lo- 
cated; 

3.  Extended  In  area. 

ARTICLE   VII 

Enforcement 
A.      It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Sslectmen,  and  the 
Board  is  hereby  given  power  and  authority,  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance.

B.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  issue  any  and  all  permits 
requested  when  such  permit  is  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance.  Application  for  a  permit  shall  be 
made  on  forms  provided  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

C.  After  passage  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to 
erect  any  building  or  alter  the  bulk  of  any  building  or  re- 
locate any  building  or  change  the  use  of  any  building  with- 
out first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  Building  Inspector  ex- 
cept that  no  permit  shall  be  required  for  alterations  involv- 
ing less  than  $200.00. 

D.  Upon  any  well-founded  information  that  this  ordinance 
is  being  violated,  the  Selectmen  shall  take  immediate  steps 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  by  seeking  injunc- 
tion in  the  Superior  Court  or  by  any  other  legal  action, 

ARTICLE    Vill 
Board    of   Adjustment 

Within  thirty  days  after  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance 
and  thereafter  os  terms  expire  or  vacancies  occur,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  shall  make  appointmen;s  to  a  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment of  five  members  conforming  in  duties  to  the  provisions 
or  Chapter  31  of  the  N.H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955. 
In  addition  to  the  general  powers  granted  said  Board  by 
said  Chapter  31,  it  may,  in  harmony  with  any  subject  to 
its  provisions,  make  an  exception  to  permit  in  the  Rural 
District  an  industrial  or  recreational  establishment  which, 
at  public  hearing,  proves  it  will  not  be  objectionable  to  ad- 
jacent land  owners  and  vv'ill  meet  the  foiiowing  require- 
ments: 

1.  Be  located  at  least  60  feet  for  the  edge  of  any 
right  of  way,  and  not  less  than  200  feet  from  each  side  and 
rear  boundary  line,  unless  a  lesser  distance  is  allowed  by 
the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

2.  Provide  adequate  parking  facilities  for: 

a.  Freight   and    delivery   trucks. 

b.  Employee    parking. 

c.  Customer   parking. 
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ARTICLE    IX 
Amendments 
This    ordinance    may    be   amended    by   a    vote   of   any 
legal  town  meeting  in  accordance  with  Chapter  31,  Sections 
63a  and  64,   N.H.   Revised  Statues  Annotated. 

ARTICLE   X 

Penalty 

Every    person,    persons,    firm    or   corporation    violating 

any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall   be  fined   not 

more  than  $10  upon  conviction  for  each  day  such  violation 

exists. 

ARTICLE    XI 
Saving    Clause 
The  invalidity  of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall 
not  effect  the  validity  of  any  other  provisions. 

ARTICLE    XII 
Definitions 
ACCESSORY  BUILDING  means  a  building  subordinate  to 
the  main   building   on   a   lot  used  for  purposes  customarily 
incidental  to  those  of  the  main  building. 

FRONTAGE  means  a  space  extending  for  a  full  width  of 
a  lot  between  the  extreme  front  line  of  a  building  and  the 
nearest  edge  of  the  right  of  way. 

HOME  PRODUCE  AND  PRODUCTS  means  and  includes 
everything  of  an  agricultural  nature  grown,  produced,  con- 
ditioned or  otherwise  carried  on  the  property  of  the  resident, 
and  also  such  articles  as  are  manufactured  or  altered  by 
members  of  the  household  of  the  bona  fide  residenr  of  any 
property. 

HOTEL  OR  INN  means  any  building  or  portic  ■>  thereof 
where  lodging  is  offered  to  transient  guests  foi  compensa- 
tion and  which  there  are  more  than  five  sleeping  rooms 
with  no  cooking  facilities  in  an  individual  room  or  apart- 
ment. 

INDUSTRY  is  the  gainful  activity  involved  in  producing, 
distributing  and  changing  the  form  of  raw  materials,  or  of 
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assembling  compontnis  and  ports,  packaging,  warehous- 
ing, and  transporting  furnished  products.  Such  production 
involves  the  employment  of  management,  labor,  machinery 
and  real  estate  to  create  tangible  products  or  utility  services 
having  value. 

JUNK  means  any  old  metals,  bottles,  cotton  or  v/oolen 
mill  waste,  unfinished  cloth,  unfinished  cotton  or  woolen 
mill  yarns,  old  paper  products,  two  or  more  unregistered 
vehicles  which  are  unfit  for  use  on  highways,  used  parts 
and  materials,  or  motor  vehicles  and  other  second  hand 
articles  the  accumulation  of  v/hich  is  tetrimental  or  injurious 
to  the  neighborhood. 

NONCONFORMING  BUILDING  OR  STRUCTURE  means  one, 
the  use  of  which  in  whole  or  in  part  does  not  conform  to  the 
use  regulations  of  the  ordinance. 

NONCONFORMING  USE  is  a  use  in  any  building  or  struc- 
ture which  does  not  conform  to  the  use  regulations  of  the 
District  in  which  such  use  exists. 

RECORD  LOT.  Land  designated  as  a  separate  and  dis- 
tinct parcel  in  a  legally  recorded  deed  filed  in  the  Registry 
of  Deeds,  Strafford  County,  New  Hampshire. 

RIGHT  OF  WAY  means  and  includes  all  town,  state  and 
ifederal  highways  and  the  land  on  either  side  of  same  as 
covered  by  statutes  to  determine  the  widths  of  the  rights 
of  way. 

SIGN.  Any  advertisement,  announcement,  direction  or 
communication  produced  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  con- 
struction, erection,  affixing,  or  placing  of  a  structure  on 
any  land  or  on  any  other  structure,  or  produced  by  paint- 
ing on  or  posting  or  placing  any  printed,  lettered,  pictured, 
figured  or  colored  material  on  any  building,  structure  or 
surface,  provided,  however,  that  signs  placed  or  erected 
by  the  town,  state  or  federal  government  for  the  purpose 
of  shewing  highway  or  street  names  or  traffic  directions 
or  regulations  or  for  other  municipal  or  governmental  pur- 
poses shall   not  be  included   herein,   nor  shall   this   include 
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signs    which    are    part    of    the    architectural    design    of    the 
building. 

TOURIST  COURT,  CABINS,  MOTEL  mean  one  or  more  de- 
tached or  semi-detached  buildings  containing  guest  rooms 
or  apartmenis  with  automobile  storage  space  serving  such 
room  or  apartments  provided  in  connection  therewith, 
which  group  is  designed  or  used  primarily  for  the  accom- 
modation of  automobile  travelers,  including  groups  desig- 
nated as  tourist  courts,  cabins,  and  motel  developments. 

TOURIST  HOME  means  any  place  consisting  of  a  room 
or  group  of  rooms  located  on  one  premises  where  transient 
accommodations  for  sleeping  or  living  purposes  are  pro- 
vided for  a   price. 

TRAILER  PARK  OR  MOBILEHOME  PARK  means  a  land  area 
occupied  or  designed  for  occupancy  by  two  or  more  trailers 
in  use  for  living  purposes. 
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
